The striking lumbermen at Hull, Que- 
bee, endeavored to prevent the resumption 
of work at some of the mills on Wednesday. 
The police interfered and fight ensued in 
which fifty of the strikers were wounded 
before they retired, An enquiry isdeinanded 
into the conduct of the police in using their 
batons on the strikers. On Thursday 600 
strikers succeedéd in’ preventing work at 
Bronson & Weston’s mill. The mill owners 
are determined not to yield. Three hundred 
families receive relief daily. Three thousand 
strikers have already left for the States.

FUTURE PROSPERITY. 


1t will be well that that the vgn f visitors 
to Edmonton on the occasion of our ap- 
proaching exhibition should be able to read 
in the colunins of Titk BULLETIN something 
concerning not only the a advantages 
of the town itself but also the resources of 
the surrounding country and the future 
clearly in store for both.
